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The Iroquois Club 


The Iroquois Club was founded in 1906 by a group of Har- 
vard graduates and undergraduates as a waiting club for the Fly 
Club and the Spee Club. The original clubhouse was situated 
on the site of the present Lampoon building, and the club sub- 
sequently moved to a building on Holyoke Place where Lowell 
House now stands. The present clubhouse at 74 Mt. Auburn St. 
was built for the club in 1918 and in the following year the Spee 
gave up its interest in the Iroquois Club. In the fall of 1939 a 
movement began which culminated in the Club becoming a final 
club on October 4, 1941 when the Fly sold the building and other 
interests to the Iroquois Club. 


Constitution of the Iroquois Club 
ARTICLE I 


Name 


The name of this organization shall be the Iroquois Crus. 


ARTICLE II 


The purposes of this organization shall be to promote good 
fellowship among its members and the best interests of Harvard 
University. 


ARTICLE III 
Government 


1. ‘The government of the Club shall be vested in a President, 
a First and a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, 
all of whom shall be Graduate Members, and an Undergraduate 
President, Vice-President, Treasurer and Secretary, and in a 
Council of seventeen (17) persons, of whom thirteen (13) shall 
be Graduate Members of the Club, and of which the aforesaid 
officers shall all be members ex officio. 


2. The Council shall be the legislature of the Club. It shall 
have general power and charge over all Club property, finances 
and affairs, including the power to direct the Trustees in the ex- 
ercise of their powers; power to amend and adopt by-laws for the 
Club, and power to make rules and regulations for its govern- 
ment, including rules and regulations concerning dues and ini- 
tiation fees, and the fining, suspension and resignation of Mem- 
bers; power to delegate authority to agents and committees; 
power to interpret this Constitution, and the power to appoint, 
from among its Members, and/or the Members of the Club other 
than Honorary Members, committees to nominate all Graduate 
Officers and Graduate Members of the Council. It shall meet at 
least twice a year, at such time and place as it shall decide. 
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3. The Graduate Officers shall be the executive and cere- 
monial Officers of the Club, and it shall be their duty to promote 
good fellowship among its Members, promote its policies and 
welfare, and carry out the decisions of the Council. 


4. The Graduate President shall be elected for three (3) years, 
the Graduate Vice-President and Secretary for two (2) years, 
and the Graduate Treasurer for four (4) years, and Graduate 
Members of the Council for two (2) years, except that at the first 
election, of the Members of the Council other than the Officers, 
two (2) shall be elected for one (1) year, and two (2) each for 
two (2), three (3), and four (4) years. All Graduate Officers and 
Council Members shall hold office until their successor has been 
elected and has accepted such election. 


5. At least two (2) Graduate Members of the Council shall 
live in the vicinity of Boston, and at least two (2) in the vicinity 
of New York, and at least one (1) in the vicinity of Philadelphia. 


6. The Graduate President shall be the chief executive officer 
of the Club, shall preside at meetings of the Club and of the 
Council, and shall perform such further duties as usually pertain 
to such office. 


7. The First Graduate Vice-President, in the absence of the 
President, shall perform all the duties of the President, and in ad- 
dition shall perform such duties as usually pertain to this office. 
In the absence or unavailability of said First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President, 
and such other duties as usually pertain to this office. 


8. The Graduate Treasurer, in the absence of the President 
and Vice-Presidents, shall preside at meetings of the Club or of 
the Council. He shall have charge of all the property owned by 
the Club, shall have charge of all its financial operations, and 
shall oversee the conduct of the Club restaurant. He shall keep 
proper books, and shall render a written report at each annual 
meeting of the Club, and at each annual meeting of the Council, 
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of the Club’s financial condition. In addition he shall perform 
such other duties as usually pertain to this office. 


9. In the absence of the President, Vice-Presidents, and 
Treasurer, the Graduate Secretary shall preside at meetings of the 
Club and of the Council. He shall keep records of the Council 
and of the Club, and shall perform such other duties as usually 
pertain to this office. 


AR PICEEALY. 
Undergraduate Administration 


The Undergraduate Members shall form the legislative body 
for the Undergraduate Officers of the Club, and shall make their 
own by-laws, which shall not be inconsistent with this Constitu- 
tion, the Club By-Laws, or any regulation of the Council, then in 
effect or subsequently enacted, and shall elect their own Officers. 
The Undergraduate President shall preside at meetings of the 
Undergraduate Members, and be the chief executive Officer of 
the Undergraduate Club. The Undergraduate Vice-President 
shall exercise all the powers of the President in his absence, as 
well as the duties usually pertaining to this office. The Under- 
graduate Treasurer shall manage the financial affairs of the Un- 
dergraduate Club, under the direction and control of the Grad- 
uate Treasurer, and shall keep the books of the Undergraduate 
Club, which shall contain a record of receipts and disbursements 
from day to day. On the first day of every month he shall send 
out bills, and conformably to the direction of the Council he shall 
post all entries of fines, suspensions and expulsions, brought about 
by non-payment of dues or accounts due. He may have an as- 
sistant, who shall be appointed by the Graduate Treasurer. The 
Undergraduate Secretary shall keep the records of the meetings 
of the Undergraduate Club, and shall sent out, conformably to 
the direction of the Council, notices of dinners, meetings of the 


Club, the Undergraduate Club and the Council, and so forth. 
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ARTICLE V 
Meetings 

1. The regular Annual Meeting of the Club and the Club 
Dinner shall be held on such date as the Council shall decide. 
Special meetings may be called by any two (2) Graduate Officers 
or Graduate Members of the Council, by notice mailed to all the 
Members at least fourteen (14) days before the date of the meet- 
ing and stating the purpose of said meeting. A quorum for the 
transaction of business at any meeting of the Club shall consist 
of not less than fifteen (15) Members thereof present in person, of 
whom nine (9) must be Graduates, but votes by proxy shall be 
permitted. The presiding Officer shall have sole authority with 
respect to the validity of proxies. 

2. ‘The first meeting of the Council shall be held immediately 
after the meeting of the Club at which this Constitution is adop- 
ted. Thereafter the Annual Meeting of the Council shall be held 
immediately after the Annual Meeting of the Club unless the 
Council shall otherwise decide. Special meetings may be called 
by any Graduate Officer, or Graduate Member of the Council or 
by any three (3) of the Undergraduate Officers, by notice mailed 
to all Members of the Council at least seven (7) days before the 
meeting, and stating the purpose for which the meeting is to be 
held. A quorum for the transaction of business shall consist of 
at least nine (9) Members of the Council, present in person, and 
voting by proxy shall never be permitted. 

3. At meetings both of the Club and of the Council, a major- 
ity of the votes cast shall decide all questions, excepting only ques- 
tions involving the amendment of this Constitution, and the nom- 
ination or expulsion of Members. 


ARTICLE VI 


Trustees 
The real property of the Club at 74 Mount Auburn Street, 
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Cambridge, Massachusetts, and the personal property therein, and 
all other property of the Club, real and personal, tangible or in- 
tangible, or the proceeds of any of said property shall be vested 
in three (3) Trustees, pursuant to a Declaration of Trust to be re- 
corded in the South Middlesex Registry of Deeds, and the Trus- 
tees shall have power to appoint agents to have custody and con- 
trol of said property, and may hold the same excepting the said 
real estate and appurtenant personal property in the name or 
names of such agents, or of others, as they in their discretion may 
decide. Trustees shall be eligible to be Officers of the Club and 
Members of the Council, if otherwise qualified, and shall be in- 
vited to attend all meetings of the Council. 


ARTICLE VII 
Membership 


1. The term “Graduate Member” as used herein, means a 
Member of the Iroquois Club who has graduated from Harvard 
College, or who was a student at Harvard College, or at an un- 
dergraduate or graduate department of Harvard University, when 
elected, and who is not and has not been a member of any other 
Club of like standing at Harvard University. 


2. The term “Honorary Member” as used herein, means a 
Member exempted from dues and initiation fees other than a 
Non-Voting Member, as described in paragraph “6” of this Ar- 
ticle. 


3. The term “Undergraduate Member” as used herein, 
means a Member who is a student at Harvard College, or an un- 
dergraduate department of Harvard University, and an Under- 
graduate Member shall become a Graduate Member upon his 
- graduation from Harvard College, or any undergraduate depart- 
ment, or upon the severance of his connection with the Univer- 
sity, provided that his indebtedness to the Club shall have been 
paid. 
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4. No person, other than a Graduate or Undergraduate 
Member as herein defined, shall vote at any Regular or Special 
Meeting of the Club, or have any proprietary interest in the prop- 
erty of the Club. 


5. From and after the enactment of this Constitution, no per- 
son may become a Member of the Iroquois Club who is already 
or ever has been a member of another Social Club at Harvard 
College of like standing. 


6. Persons who before the enactment of this Constitution 
were Members of the Iroquois Club, and also of another Social 
Club at Harvard University of standing equivalent to that of the 
Iroquois Club from and after the enactment of this Constitution, 
shall be Non-Voting Members of the Iroquois Club hereafter, 
and they shall always be entitled to the privileges of the Iroquois 
Clubhouse, and to the privilege of attending Iroquois dinners, 
conformably with such rules and regulations as the Iroquois 
Council may enact, and shall have the privilege of suggesting the 
nomination of new Members of the Iroquois Club to the Council 
and Undergraduate Officers. They shall never be liable for any 
dues or assessments, but they shall have no proprietary interest 
in the Club’s property, shall be ineligible for Club office or mem- 
bership on the Council, and shall not vote at Club meetings. 
Provided, however, that notwithstanding anything to the con- 
trary contained in this paragraph, or in the first paragraph of this 
Article, or elsewhere in this Constitution, a Non-Voting Member 
in good standing may become a Graduate Member, with all the 
rights and privileges, duties and obligations of such Membership, 
by filing with the Graduate Secretary a written statement to the 
effect that he desires to become such a Member, and will be liable 
to perform all obligations of such Membership, including the pay- 
ment of any and all dues and assessments. 


7. Any person may be elected an Honorary Member by unan- 
imous vote at both Meetings of the Club and of the Council held 
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oes 


on notice for the purpose of passing on such election, after nom- 
ination by unanimous vote of the Council. 

8. The Undergraduate Officers of the Club shall serve as a 
committee to nominate candidates for membership other than 
Honorary Membership, and such candidates may also be nom- 
inated by unanimous vote of the Members of the Council. The 
Undergraduate Officers shall meet and shall consider the nomina- 
tion of candidates suggested by any Member of the Club, Honor- 
ary or otherwise and shall nominate any person suggested by any 
three (3) Members. When nominated, by vote of not less than 
three (3) of said Undergraduate Officers, or by unanimous vote 
of the Graduate Members of the Council, the question of their 
election shall be balloted upon by the Undergraduate Members at 
a meeting held for the purpose, at which a quorum is present in 
person, and of which notice has been given to every Undergrad- 
uate Member at least three (3) days before the date of the meet- 
ing. Any candidate receiving not more than one (1) blackball 
shall be thereupon declared elected and shall thereupon become a 
Member. Members may vote by mail or telegraph if ill or absent 
from Cambridge at the time of such meeting, and the Under- 
graduate Secretary shall use all reasonable means, including mail 
and telegraph, to notify said Undergraduate Members of the 
meeting and the identity of the candidate for election. 


9. The election of all Members of the Club or whatever class 
of Membership, shall be for life, but any Member of the Club 
may be suspended by the Council on such terms and conditions 
as the Council shall decide, and the Council may, by unanimous 
vote, expel any Member, but shall not expel a Member unless he 
has been given the opportunity to be heard by the Council by 
written notice stating the complaint against him mailed to him at 
least fourteen (14) days before the date of the Council Meeting 
called to consider his case. Such person shall have no power to 
vote on the question of his own suspension of expulsion, and 
shall not be counted for a quorum. 
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10. Any Officer of the Club, Graduate or Undergraduate, or 
any Member of the Council, may be removed by a two-thirds 
(2/3) vote of the Club, at a meeting thereof at which such Officer 
or Member of the Council has been given the opportunity to be 
heard by written notice stating the complaint against him mailed 
to him at least fourteen (14) days before the date of the meeting 
called to consider his removal, but such Officer or Council Mem- 
ber shall not have the power to vote on the question of his own 
removal, and shall not be counted for a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Amendments 


This Constitution may be amended by an affirmative vote of 
two-thirds (2/3) of the Members present either in person or by 
proxy and voting either in person or by proxy at any meeting of 
the Club, provided written notice of the proposed meeting and 
amendment shall have been sent to all Members at least fourteen 
(14) days before such meeting, and providing such amendment 
is ratified by a vote of at least two-thirds (2/3) of the Members 
of the Council present and voting at a Meeting of the Council 
called for the purpose of considering such amendment. 


The By-Laws of the Undergraduate Club 


AS AMENDED THROUGH NoveEMBER 2st, 1955. 


th 
Meetings 


The First Meeting of the Undergraduate Club shall be held 
immediately after the Club Meeting at which the constitution is 
amended, or as soon thereafter as shall be practicable in the 
opinion of the Undergraduate President. The annual meeting 
of the Undergraduate Club shall be held within the octave fol- 
lowing the Spring Recess, at the discretion of the President. 

Special meetings may be called at any time while college is in 
session by the Undergraduate President, Vice-President, or Treas- 
urer, by any Graduate Officer, or by any five (5) Members of the 
Undergraduate Club, by a notice stating the purpose of the meet- 
ing posted on the bulletin board in the Clubhouse at least three 
(3) days before the date of such meeting; and if such meeting is 
called for the election of new members, the names of such can- 
didates shall be posted with such notice. A majority of the Un- 
dergraduate Members shall constitute a quorum for any meeting 
of the Undergraduate Club, but a minority may adjourn such 
meeting. 


II. 
Election of Officers 


The Undergraduate Officers shall consist of a President, a 
Vice-President, a Treasurer, and a Secretary elected at the annual 
meeting, to hold office until the next annual meeting, from among 
Undergraduate Members in good standing by majority vote. 
Nominations shall be made from the floor, and any candidate 
whose nomination is seconded by two (2) Members shall be voted 
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upon. Officers shall have the powers and duties conferred on them 
by the Constitution and by the Council. Five others shall be 
elected at the annual meeting to assist the Undergraduate Officers 
in the consideration for membership. 

In the elections occurring at the annual meeting of the Under- 
graduate Club the following election procedures shall apply: a 
nomination shall be valid if it is seconded by two persons. A 
majority of a quorum shall be necessary for election. If no person 
attains a majority vote in the first ballot, the man with the lowest 
number of votes shall be dropped, and the Club shall vote again 
on the remaining candidates. If there is no majority vote at this 
time, the procedure shall be repeated until a majority vote is 
reached. The election of a body to assist the officers in the consid- 
eration of candidates for membership shall be by a single ballot 
containing the names of all persons nominated. Each member 
shall vote for five men, and the five with the highest number of 
votes shall constitute such a body. 


III. 
Elections of Members 


The nomination and election of members shall be done in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution. All candidates nominated shall 
be discussed fully and fairly before being voted upon. Black- 
balls shall be anonymous, but any Member who objects to a can- 
didate shall if present state in the discussion his reasons for such 
objection. In the case of any prospective member who fails elec- 
tion due to receiving two (2) or more blackballs the President 
shall have the power to call for a new discussion, not to exceed 
ten minutes, and then to order a new vote by secret ballot which 
shall be final according to other rules governing this in the by- 
laws. The presiding Officer shall have sole authority to pass on 
the validity of all blackballs. Candidates after their election shall 
be sworn and shall thereupon become Members. 
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IV. 
Fines 


Any Undergraduate Member who fails to attend a meeting of 
the Club, or of the Undergraduate Club, or any Club Dinner, 
unless ill or otherwise absent without an excuse satisfactory to the 
Undergraduate President, shall pay a fine of $5 to the Club. 

There will be an assessment above the replacement costs 
levied against any person who wilfully destroys property in the 
Clubhouse—the amount of the assessment to be determined by 
the Undergraduate Officers and the Steward. 


Vi 
Guests 


No undergraduate of Harvard College who is not a member of 
a Final Club shall be admitted to the Guest Room. A student at 
another college may be admitted to the Guest Room. Those who 
have been graduated from an institution similar to Harvard 
College may be admitted to the clubhouse. Members of final clubs 
may be admitted to the Clubhouse five years after graduation and 
non-club graduates may be admitted to the Guest Room after the 
same period and to the Clubhouse after ten years. Women and 
undergraduates of other colleges shall be admitted to the Club- 
house only on the dates of certain Club functions. Members will 
be held entirely responsible for the actions of their guests at all 
times. 


VI. 


Amendments 


These By-Laws may be amended with the assent of the 
Council, or of a majority of the Members of the Standing Com- 
mittee, or at any regular or special meeting of the Undergraduate 
Club, by majority vote.
